to be advertised once a week for fou 
consecutive weeks before the applica- 
tion will be considered by the board 

Attorney-General Brownlee said 
these advertisements could not begin 
to run until the day that the act i 
proclaimed. It is up to the hotel men 
applying for such licenses to word 
their own advertisements and insert 
it, though the liquor board office has 
prepared a suggested form of adver- 
tisement that can be procured on 
application. 

This means, of course, if the act 
is proclaimed, say on May 15, it would 
be June 15 before the applications for 
licensed places could be considered 
by the board. 

“We have nothing to do with the 
price of beer,” said Mr. Dinning. 
“there is nothing in the act giving us 
authority to fix or regulate it.” 

Edmonton, April 12.—Liquor ad-

Measures For Dress Design 

The Greeks taught that the human 
figure represented the most beautiful 
of all divisions of space. They used 
eight heads as the standard of height. 
The French prefer a smaller figure, 
but some of the modern illustrators 
use nine heads, giving the long, slim 
effect. 

The following proportions are used 
in teaching dress design, one inch 
representing the length of one head:

The purpose of Mandates as des- 
cribed in article 22 of the covenant, is 
to apply the principle “that the well 
| being and development of those col- 
jonies and territories which, as ao 
| consequence of the late war, have 
jceased to be under the soverignty of 
jthe States which formerly governed 
them, and who are not yet able to 
| stand by themselves under the stren 
‘ous conditions of the modern worlu, 
| form a sacred trust to civilization.” 
In every case of mandate, the Manda- 
tory shall render to the Council of the 
League an annual report in reference 
}to the country committed to its 
charge. The degree of authority, con- 
trol, or administration to be exercis- 
ed by the Mandatory has been ex- 
plicitely defined in each case by the 
' Council, 


Mandates were divided into three 
classes :— 
Certain communities, Palistine. 


Syria and the Lebanon, and Mesopo- 
tania are to have the abvice and as- 
sistance of a Mandatory until souh 
times as they are able to stand alone. 
By the Peace Treaty France was giv- 
en Syria and the Lebanon; Great Brit- 
ain, Palestine & Mesopotania. We all 
| remember at what a cost of men and 
treasurer Great Britain drove the 
|Turk out of Palistine and Mes- 
‘opotania, Palestine continues to be 
a great expense. Those who have 
|read Steauor Egau’s interesting book

The war which impovrished the 


Allies, enriched the United States, 
and her help is needed in healing the 
wounds made by the war. She 
very wealthy, and absorbing the 
gold supply of the world and holds 
at present three times as much gold 
as the whole British Empire. Loans 
made to the Allies and paid in goods 
have to be repaid in gold, as the high 
tariff wall prevents the Nations from 
paying their debt in goods. During 
1923 gold poured into the Unitec 
States at the rate of $20,000,000 a 
month. The rest of the world connot 
understand the attitude of the United 
States. She will share in the ad- 
vantage acruing from the large sums 
of money expended by these’ im- 
povrished nations, in overcoming 
disease, preventing epidemics and re- 
storing prosperity to bankrupt a1- 
tions. She contributes this attitute. 
“Our Government wraps its ant!- 
septic robes about its sacred person 
as if it were afraid of infection, holds 
up horrified hands at the thought of 
working with the League and bide all 
Americans think rather of wheat, 
taxes and oil.” The only explanation 
is that the American people are 
ignorant of the aims and work of the 
League. If the Press could be induc- 
ed to enlighten them and show them 
how cold and selfish their position of 
isolation is, they would insist on 
taking their place beside the 54 na- 
tions and assuming their share of the 
burden of reducing suffering, protect- 
ing small nations, helping weak ones 
and making war impossible.

Treaty of Mutual Guaranty. It was 
thought that article 21 in the 
covenant would conciliate the Ameri- 
cans. It reads “nothing in this 
covenant shall be deemed to affect 
regional understandings like the 
Munroe doctrine “This failed to do 
so and now the League has under 
consideration a treaty with regard to 


a reduction in  armanments. This 
guaranty is a definsive agreement 
and also binds nations to render 


assistance in the event of one of them 
being attacked. Many Americans 
fear that if they entered the League 
they might be involved in a war in 
Europe. This treaty provides that 
the obligation to assist in war ‘s 
limited to those countries situated in 
the same par of he globe. So he Unit- 
ed States is only asked to help keep 
the Americans from war. 

In 40 Countries League of Nations 
Societies have been formed, to 
educate public opinion concerning the 
League of Nations. We have one in 
Canada which has 30 branches. The 
head quarters are at 41-42 Carleto: 
Chambers, Ottawa. Should any who 
have read these articles desire ‘to 
keep informed of the work of the 
League.they can become an Associate 
member of the League of Nations 
Society in Canada by writing to the 
General Secretary and enclosing one 
dollar.

The west bridge on the blue trail 
leading north to Calgary has been 
completed by the road gang and is 
now open for traffic.

LETHBRIDGE WINS GAS RATE 
CASE 


Edmonton, April 12.—Lethbridge 
wins the decision against the Can. 
adian Western Natural Gas, Light 
Heat and Power Company, Ltd., be- 
fore the Public Utilities board, and 
the Lethbridge gas rate remains at 
35 cents per thousand cubic feet. 

The decision of the Public Utilities 
board, written by Judge <A. A. 
Carpenter, was handed out Saturday 
morning. 

The document holds that a contract 
exists between the City of Lethbrige 
and the Gas Company for 35 cent gas 
until July 30th, 1927. 

Finding that such a contract exists. 
the board holds that under an old 
decision of the Appellate division of 
the Supreme Court of this province 
it has no power to intervene to in 
crease rates, 

The company’s application, there- 
fore, for a revision of the existing 
rate of 35 cents is dismissed. 

The only recourse the company now 
has is to appeal to the courts to get 
the old decision of the Appellate divi- 
sion re powers of the Public Utilitie.
